1. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. This is examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

3. Regarding claims 1-20, the prior art, either singularly or in combination, does not teach 
or suggest a circuit for interfacing between an image sensor and a processor, comprising: 

"...a Digital Programmable Gain Amplifier operable to generate amplified digitized 
samples for the processor by employing a digital gain to amplify the digitized samples, wherein 
the digital gain of the Digital Programmable Gain Amplifier at least overlaps the analog gain of 
the Programmable Gain Amplifier for each step along a range of the analog signal."
